Lafayette, Ind., Nov. 24.—(4)—Ches- 
ter “Cotton” Wilcox, leading player 
of Purdue university’s football team, 
outstripped all other Western confer- 
ence players this year in gaining yard- 
age through the enemy’s lines, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled today. He 
fell only 50 yards short of the world’s 
record set by Harold Grange and sur- 
passed Herbert Joesting of Minnesota 
by 5 yards. 

Grange carried the ball 1,017 yards 
in 1924 while half back at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. Wilcox made 967 this 
season and Joesting 962. 
Not only did Wilcox lead in yardage, 
but his average was high. . While 
Joesting averaged 51-5 yards for 184 
plunges, the Purdue Star averaged 6 6-7 
yards in the 71 times he carried the 
ball in four Big Ten games. His grand 
average for 7 games, including the 
tilt lost to the Navy, was 7.76 yards in 
126 attempts.
